Rule 22 (Section 3), referring to score­ 
cards, has been amended so that any con­ 
templated changes in teams, after the pub­ 
lication of the score-card, must be sub­ 
mitted to the um pire for his approval. 
Rule 44, relating to batsmen, has been 
changed as follows: 
“ II, on the third 
strike, the ball hits the person or clothing 
of the batsm an.be shall be declared out. 
Also, alter two strikes have been called, if 
the batsman attempts to make a foul hit he 
shall be declared out. 
Rule 4 has been changed from four 
strikes and five balls. The rule allowing a 
base hit on five halls has been abolished, 
but five halls will slill be considered a 
factor in earned runs. A base on balls will 
be credited against the pitcher in the error 
column. 
Rule 50 (Section 4) has been amended, 
allowing the runner to take a base if the 
ball hits the umpire. If the ball struck by 
the batsman hits a hase-runner after an 
attem pt has been made to “ field” it, the 
runner shall not he declared out. 
If a 
base-runner knocks down or runs into a 
fielder he shall be declared out.

L o n d o n , November 14th.—Gladstone, re­ 
plying to the Secretary of the London Rad­ 
ical Club, wrote a s 'follows to-day: 
“ I 
think yon will expect me to meet j our re­ 
quest by an explicit answer, expressing the 
best judgm ent which I am able to form on 
the deplorable disturbance of yesterday. 
As I understand the matter, the Home 
Secretary stated on Saturday that lie in­ 
tended to prevent yesterday’s meeting in 
Trafalgar Square, and believed that its pre­ 
vention was within his legal power. The 
question is one of great moment to the in­ 
habitants of London. 
It will be generally 
fell that the state of the law in regard to 
it ought to be prom ptly tested and ascer­ 
tained until a kctsion can he had. It is 
the duty of every citizen to refrain from oil 
resistance to the decision of the Executive 
Government, which is clearly entitled to 
administer the laws according to what it 
may be advised is their true construction. 
Such abstinence is, I think, due to the high 
character of London for the maintenance 
of public order, and to the respect we owe 
the law and the mode in which it is usually 
applied. But I must add that an appeal 
to Parliam ent on the grave and solemn is­ 
sues now raised by the proceedings of the 
Government in Ireland would sutler a dis­ 
astrous prejudice were it to be associated 
in any m anner by those who make the ap­ 
peal with regard to metropolitan disturb­ 
ances.”

TWO KINDS OF “ HELL-HOLES.” 
The Louisville Oout ier-Journal is expos­ 
ing a condition of affairs in the North­ 
west lumber regions that is attracting wide 
attention, and has already awakened in­ 
dignant inquiry on the part of State gov­ 
ernments. According to the Journal, in 
the great lnnfber regions of Wisconsin 
and Michigan there exist what it appro­ 
priately styles “ hell-holes." 
They are 
houses strongly built, surrounded by high 
stockades, and those barriers by heavy 
lines of brush and brier bashes and by 
deep ditches, guarded by armed men and 
by bloodhounds. The doors and windows 
of the houses are arranged so as to bo se­ 
curely closed and barred in a moment, and 
loopholes for rifles pierce the walls. Into 
these places, which are remote front large 
towas, and which are frequented by tli» 
rough element of the lumber regions, are 
lured or broaght by kidnaiping— 
few 
only coming by free will-^young women, 
who, once within the stockade, are lost. 
They are stripped of the last stitch of 
their clothing, given gaudy short dresses 
in lieu, and made to serve their masters in 
the vilest manner, and in some known in­ 
stances have, in resistance,met with death. 
One young victim, who innocently went 
into one of these traps of vice, fortunately 
escaped and returned to civilization. Her 
revelations have shocked the communi­ 
ties of the West, and astonished those good 
people who have not !>elieved such bar­ 
barity and slavery possible in this free 
land. 
The Chicago Herald vainly endeavored 
to get at the facts by sending its rejxirters 
to visit these redoubts of infamy, hut no 
reporter, as such, was able to gain admis­ 
sion. But, by mixing with the rough 
class and assuming their manners, one or 
two, after a time, managed to gain access 
to these hell-holes, aud, as the Journal 
puts it, the stories of wretchedness, ruin, 
brutality, depravity and hopelessness 
which they sent back were startling and 
sickening, indeed. If they had been con­ 
cocted by the most active and reeking' 
imagination of the French “ realist,” 
they could not have been more horrible in 
their revelations. 
it is related in detail how the girls, 
trapped to these sinks, are l>eaten, kicked, 
starved and tortured into submission, and 
become at last tlie most debased of slaves. 
Generally each one has some male brute 
assigned to her as a guard to watch her, 
prevent her escape and secure the wages of 
her infamy. The people of the sections 
(and those hell-holes are found in many 
parts of frontier Wisconsin and northwest 
Michigan) are fully aware of the character 
of these places, hut have either grown cal­ 
lous to the iniquity or are fearful to assail 
them lawfully or otherwise. As for the 
local authorities, it is understood that the 
keepers of these forest bagnios “ stand in ” 
with the officers, who are conveniently 
blind, and in answer to any protest reply 
that the women are depraved creatures 
brought from the cities, and not worthy 
interference any more than are those of 
the Barbary coasts of Chicago and Mil­ 
waukee. But this has been shown to lie 
untrue in the great majority of eases. 
.Recently a rejxirter for an enterprising pa­ 
per—who, in disguise, was investigating 
these “ hell-holes"—was murdered in one 
of the sinks. J his event has shamed the 
people into some show of indignation, and 
it is now possible that the places will be 
broken up. 
This is all horrible enough, but strange 
as it may appear, counterparts for the 
“ hell-holes” of the Northwest are to be 
found in the heart of every California city. 
The only difference between the cases is 
that in one the women are white, and are 
kidnaped, or, by promise of household 
employment are lured into these places, 
while in the other the women are Chinese, 
and are bought out of hand, imported for 
villainous purposes, and enslaved in the 
open day in the face of the law, which is 
successfully invoked, and its servants 
hired for coin, to secure the Chinese 
bagnio keepers in the jwssession of their 
human chattels, which they buy and sell 
and transfer as so much merchandise. 
The slavery in the California ease is, if 
auything, more cruel and merciless, for the 
claim of absolute ownership of human be­ 
ings is made aud maintained; there is no 
secresy concerning it, and the chattel has 
not the faintest hope of escape, except by 
fleeing when opportunity presents—which 
it rarely does—to strange people, foreign 
to her tongue and race, for protection and 
support. Her whole life-training has inca­ 
pacitated her for honest work, and she is 
unable to help herself in any consider­ 
able degree. She seldom realizes what 
liberty is, or that she is a creature equal in 
all human rights to her “ master." 
At times knowledge of her rights is 
communicated to her, and then, under­ 
standing sufficiently to feel the natural de­ 
sire for liberty, she makes an eflbrt and 
escapes. 
Stockades and bloodhounds, 
armed men and guns are not U sed, how­ 
ever, to effect her recovery. As in Wis­ 
consin, so here, the keejierof the hell-hole 
has the private ear of officials. Officers 
receiving fat fees put into operation the 
machinery of the law ; fliuisoy charges are 
trunijn'd up against the poor wretch, she 
is dragged liefore a magistrate, and in 
seien cases out of ten by judicial process 
resulting frotn unblushing perjury, she is 
returned to the hell-hole and the endless 
slavery of the Chinese quarter. 
The parallel is not perfect, however, in 
some other respects. The northwest male 
procurer seeks the confines of civilization 
and hides his nefarious business in the 
dense pine woods of the far north, where 
civilization still contends with savagery 
for the mastery. The California male pro­ 
curer, however, locales his plant undfr the 
very shadow of the churches and schools 
of the cities, and marshals his slaves daily, 
under close guard iqa.n the highways i f 
business. Tire WLsoonsiu master defies the 
law ; the California master invokes its aid ; 
the northwest tyrant guards his slaves 
with guns and blood-hounds; his Califor­ 
nia counterpart employs officers wearing 
the people’s badge of authority ; the pine * 
woods keepers of helj-holes trust to the 
effectiveness of shot-guns and stockades ; ! 
the California slave-driver employs con- j 
scienceless lawyers and plastic officials. 
j 
In other respects, and save that the 


slavers in the one case are Mongolians and 
in the other Caucasians, there is little dis­ 
similarity between the two systems. If 
anything, that of California is the more 
infamous, since the victims are more help­ 
less. In both cases humanity makes the 
same claims, and there is no reason why 
the exposes of the Journal and Herald 
should excite as they do more indignation 
in the West, than do the revelations of 
California newspapers on this coast con­ 
cerning Chinese slavery. 
SECTIONALISM. 
The Cleveland I.eajler is authority for 
the statement that the ex-Confederate 
Brigadiers the Democracy imported into 
Ohio to aid the Democratic ticket in the 
hustings did not come in the fraternal 
spirit expected of them. It adds that 
while every loyal heart in the whole coun­ 
try prays for the elimination of sectional­ 
ism from our politics, and the relegation of 
“ the bloody shirt to the dead past,” the 
•Southern speakers in the Ohio campaign 
came in no such spirit. “ They came de­ 
claring that though conquered they are 
not subdued; that the principles they 
fought for were right, and are right now; 
and that they have done nothing that was 
not right to do, and that they would not 
do again. It is these declarations, and 
Northern Bourbon applause thereof, that 
discourage all really patriotic and intelli­ 
gent citizens.” The leader is a partisan 
journal, hut while it may look uj>on the 
late debate with some prejudice, there is 
evidently enough truth in the charge to 
justify the conclusion that until there is 
complete abandonment of the old ideas, 
and all such expression as characterized 
Jackson's sjieech at Macon, sectionalism 
will not die out. The Democracy is never 
so wordy as when charging iqioii Repub­ 
licans that to them is due. such vitalitv as 
there is in sectionalism. The truth is, 
that all the Republican party asks, or ever 
has asked, is perfect freedom and tolerance, 
complete admission of fiolitical rights in 
every section of the country, and that in 
every part of it there shall lie total ab­ 
sence of the political domination of one 
class over another. It is one thing to 
preach to the t>eople, black and white, the 
doctrine of a party, and seek proselytes 
with freedom; it is another, and very dif­ 
ferent one, to so domineer and coerce the 
freedman that from policy, if not from 
fear, he finds it profitable to neglect to ex­ 
ercise his political rights. 


prove him to have a right conception of 
government and law. He provide* for 
the city's municipal house this legend : 
“ God has given commandments unto 
men. 
From these commandments men 
have framed laws by which to be governed. 
11 is honorable and praiseworthy to faith­ 
fully serve the people by helping to ad­ 
minister these laws. I f the laws are not en­ 
forced the people are not well governed.”

Here 
the lottery agents keep 0{>en doors day and 
night, and no man ventures to lay his 
hand u|x>n the violators of the law. For 
a free city, Sacramento takes the palm. 


A vast amount of rhetorical sophism is 
indulged in by the friends and followers of 
Anarchism in their mourning over the fate 
of the Chicago murderers. They prate of 
invasion of personal rights and violations 
of the liborty of the citizen as if in this 
country some great wrong had been done 
them. But calm examination shows the 
thoughtful that not a right, natural or 
otherwise, of these people has been im­ 
paired or assailed. They have enjoyed the 
full liberty of speech and press; no man 
or authority has prevented them acting 
and talking as they please. It is only 
when they assail and invade the rights of 
others, and equally as sacred, that the 
law has interposed ; it is only when they 
have broken laws as old as society itself, 
and which mark out the line between 
savagery and civilization, lietween chaos 
aud order, between personal liberty and 
tyranny, that they have been called to 
account. These half mad sophists appeal 
to a higher law, and declare that God com­ 
mands them to shoot down all who oppose 
them; but, as the Inter-Ocean observes, the 
world does not accept the ravings of the 
Anarchist for truth, “ though he may go 
to his grave believing lie has done the 
Dud's will. Nor more will the world ac­ 
cept the plea of deliberate, cool-headed 
murderers that they acted as the pioneers 
of a political revolution. In the same 
sense that these Anarchists are martyrs is 
the midnight ruffian a hero who waylays, 
beats to death, and robs the man whose 
jiockets he knows are filled with money. 
We have had enough of sham. Let there 
he a little honesty and common sense.” 
—■— ■ * -»• - - 
T h e riot in London is another indica­ 
tion of the determination of radical .Social­ 
ists to provoke conflicts with the authori­ 
ties, as a means to the manufacture of 
capital to their cause. In the United 
States the socialistic and anarchist groups 
would have been allowed to meet and 
shout themselves hoarse with the preach­ 
ing of theii chiaierical ideas and their un­ 
natural propositions for the reorganization 
of society. We find it best to give them 
free rein to rattle on as they please. It is 
their right under the guarantee of free 
speech, and the exercise of it without in­ 
terdiction is really what they do not want 
to enjoy. Friday night 30,000 of them 
paraded the streets of New York City in 
mourning for the five dead murderersjin 
C hicago; but no man impeded their way. 
It was a disappointment. They would 
much prefer to have the .European system 
of repression applied to them here. It 
would greatly upbuild their cause. But 
fortunately the charter of lilierty gives 
them such perfect freedom that their rail­ 
ing against our institutions falls flat, and 
makes little or uo impression upon the 
masses of the people. This country is 
altogether too free fer healthy anarchism 
and socialism. The food essential to their 
vitality is supplied only by monarchies. 


T h e San Francisco Alta says: “After 
reading General Jackson’s speech made in 
the presence of Jefferson Davis at Macon, 
we feel that the greatest kindness we can 
do to the General is to advise him that his 
oratory L> too typhoid and should be re­ 
frigerated before it is marketed.” But 
Jackson is a Southern Democrat; lie 
must have believed that the people hun­ 
gered for just such eulogiums of Davis 
and the lost cause. It was all right for 
Jackson to drag the sentiment of secession 
from its grave and parade it as a sacred 
relic. He could do that—thinly disguised 
and sutler no rebuke. But let a Republi­ 
can go into < reorgia and eulogize Lincoln, 
and patriotically glow over the Union of 
States and the achievements of human 
freedom, aud he will lie branded by the 
Democratic press as a shaker of the bloody 
shirt, a sectionalist aud an offense to the 
people of the South. Let him advise the 
freedinen to vote, and vote the Republican 
ticket because it represents the best thought 
and highest purposes of the nation, end

Governor W aterm an Taking a Lively In ­ 
terest—No A dditional Jute W orks. 
For some tim e past it has been known 
that Governor W aterman proposed to make 
some radical changes in the management 
of the State Prisons. To representatives of 
this paper several days since he outlined a 
policy he intended to pursue, which he is 
gradually unfolding, and which will result 
in a change of affairs that will be gratifying 
to the taxpayers of the State. His first 
move is to reconstruct the Board of Direct­ 
ors so that a policy will be pursued that 
will curtail the expenses of the prison m an­ 
agement, and which cannot help but please 
the taxpayers throughout the State. Some 
days ago it was definitely understood that 
Director W ilkins must step down and out, 
and on Saturday last the following was re­ 
ceived at the Governor’s office: 
S a n F ra n c isc o, N o v e m b e r 14,1887. 
7b Hi* Excellency H. H'. li'ato-man, (Jmenior of 
California—.Sir: 
Having private interests that 
demand my undivided attention and feeling 
that I cannot in justice to the Slate or myself 
discharge the duties of State Prison Director, I 
herebv resign the same and ask you to ac­ 
cept it. 
Ja m e s H. Wilkins. 


a s p e c ia l m e e t in g . 
As soon as this resignation was received, 
which by the way was not at all unex­ 
pected, Governor W aterman telegraphed 
the Prison Directors to meet him that even­ 
ing in his office at the Capitol. H e desired 
to confer with them upon the proposition 
to expend $162,000 in building additional 
jute works at San Quentin. He at once 
gave them to understand that he was un­ 
equivocally opposed to such an expense, 
lie regarded it as unbusinesslike to spend 
so much of the people’s money in w hat he 
thought was a foolish move. It certainly, 
he held, was wrong to spend one dollar of 
the State's money for something that pri­ 
vate capital would not embark in and he 
desired 
to lay before them a plan of 
his own which he thought would accom­ 
plish the desired end and save to the peo­ 
ple the vast am ount of money proposed to 
be used for additional machinery and 
buildings. He said lie would like to talk 
to them as business men, consider the 
matter 
FROM A BUSINESS POINT 
Of view. H e had beeu carefully investiga­ 
ted the m atter from every conceivable 
standpoint. Of the 1,200 prisoners at San 
Quentin lie found that only a small pro­ 
portion were employed in the jute mill, 
and as the Directors had seen proper to 
shut down all the other industries m any of 
the convicts were left in idleness. Now, 
he said, let us pursue business methods in 
this 
matter. 
Let 
us 
follow 
in 
t le 
same 
line 
of 
outside 
indus­ 
t ies 
and 
we 
will 
find 
a 
happy 
solution of this entire difficulty. 
Take for 
instance the mines throughout the coast. 
Work is carried on in them day and night; 
the sledge, the drill, the ham m er are going 
all the time by working three shifts of 
eight hours each. 
This course could be 
pursued say by working two shifts of eight 
hours each. This would necessitate night 
work, but as honest, hard-working men 
who are above committing crime are glad 
to work in this way to support themselves 
and their families, he did not think it any 
hardship to work the criminal class in this 
manner. To work two shifts would im- 
mediatelv 
DOUBLK TH E CAPACITY 
Of the present works, and he understood 
that this was ail that was hoped to be 
accomplished by the proposed outlay oí 
$162,000 of the people's money. 
The matter was thoroughly discussed by 
the Board, and every conceivable objection 
was thoroughly canvassed. No good and 
sufficient ground of objection could be 
urged to the Governor's proposition, and it 
was informally agreed that it should be 
given a fair trial. The change will be 
made gradually, and.at first only two shifts 
will be worked. In this way the m ill will 
be run sixteen hours a day, instead of 
eight hours, as at present. This should 
double the output of the mill, and, if it 
works well, then the third shift will be put 
on. The only additional expense will be 
the cost of power and m aintaining the 
electric lights in the mill, with a few extra 
guards and overseers in the mill. The ex­ 
pensive new buildings and machinery will 
not be paid for, and the money approx 
riated for those purposes can be turned 
ack into the State treasury. 


TH E STATE WAREHOUSE. 
At the recent meeting of the Prison Di­ 
rectors with the Governor, State Treasurer 
and Secretary of State, it was fully underj 
stood by the Directors and the newspaper' 
reporters that the three State officials agreed 
upon all matters, and State Treasurer Her- 
old especially indorsed the acts of the 
Governor, and so stated in open meeting. 
Since that meeting the State Treasurer lias 
acted quite queerly, and has stated openly 
that he proposed to compel the Governor 
to approve of the plans and specifications 
of the proposed jute works and allow the 
expenditure of the money. In order to do 
this he thought be saw an opportunity 
when the plans and specifications for the 
warehouse for the protection of the State 
series of school books were brought to him 
for his signature. 


HF. DEFIANTLY REFUSED 
To append bis name to the necessary pa­ 
pers, aud stated that he would do so when 
the Governor signed away the $162,000 for 
the jute works. 
In vain did citizens of 
Sacramento and friends of the State series 
of text-books appeal to him to allow the 
expenditure of the $10,000. “ No, sir,” he 
said, and he was as immovable as the 
Sphinx. 
It was currently reported, and is 
very generally believed, that be was acting 
a part laid down for him by the Democratic 
State Central Committee, and many of the 
people who voted to place him inofficial 
position have regretted that act, and he lias 
the hearty dislike of nearly every citizen 
who is at all acquainted with the facts in 
the case. The building 


IS A CUYINO NECESSITY, 
And should a conflagration take place at 
the State Printing Oflice the State series of 
text-books would be set back for years, and 
this commonwealth again be throttled by 
book rings. People are more charitable 
than to believe that he is acting in the 
capacity of a friend to the book rings, and 
hold to the opinion that, as one expressed 
it, he is ''bull-headed,” elected to an office 
away above his capacity, and that before 
the expiration ot his term of office lie will 
set up a little uutocracy all to himself. At 
any rale, the people of this State, whose 
property is liable to destruction at&ny tiiue 
by fire, and which cannot be replaced short 
of at least two years, are at the mercy of 
the whims of an official whose only recom­ 
mendation to the office was 


HIS NATIONALITY 
And not ids fitness or ability to fill the 
position. A little office sometimes turns 
a m an's head. It is understood that the 
State Democratic Central Committee has 
determined to antagonize every act of Gov­ 
ernor W aterman, and in State Treasurer 
Herold they have found a pliant aud will­ 
ing tool. The Governor can stand it if 
they can, but it is well enough to let the 
peo'ple know the true inwardness of the 
entire allair. State Treasurer Herold. by 
the vote of the people, is boss of the situa­ 
tion, and he says to them : “ You shall 
not have a store- house for your books, for 
your electrotypc-plates, for your stock of 
material, etc. Let it be stored from cellar 
to garret in a wooden building liable to be 
consumed at anytim e. The State Demo­ 
cratic Central Committee has ordered it so, 
and I obey their edicts.” 
The Governor has appointed J. K. Lut- 
trell a Prison Director, vice W ilkins, re­ 
signed, and his commission was issued 
yesterdav. Mr. Luttrell is a Democrat, and 
"thoroughly competent for the position. 
. 
it is rumored that General McComb will 
foe transferred from the management of the 
Folsom Prison to that at San Quentin, aud 
Mr. Shirley, the present Warden, will be 
asked to find some other employment, or. 
like W ilkins, send ia his resignation. 


WHY W ILKIN S RESIGNED. 
The San Francisco Post of last evening 
say s: “ Director W ilkins did not resign 
without good reason. 
He might have been 
put on trial for his liberty if he had not 
done so. Some one went to the trouble of 
finding out what he had charged the State 
for expenses. 
His bill for 26 m onths was 
much over $3,000. The law provides ouly 
for necessary traveling expenses. His fare 
to Folsom 26 times would only total $260, 
and, as he boarded at the jail, there was 
no hotel bill. Among other items in his 
account was buggy hire from San Rafael to 
San Quentin every time the Directors met 
at San Quentin, j et it is on record that 
when there was a meeting he always tele­ 
phoned to the prison for one of the State's 
teams, and used it. 
It is extremely 
difficult 
to 
obtain 
much 
informa­ 
tion 
about 
the 
matter, 
because 
there seems to have been some promise 
made to W ilkins that his penitence had 
saved him the disgrace of exposure and 
prosecution, but it is almost certain that 
there is something more behind, and that 
it is not unconnected with his sensibility 
to money considerations when pardons 
were needed. 
A few weeks ago W ilkins 
displayed an unusual am ount of money. 
He had about one thousand dollars, and 
showed it freely, H e accounted for hjp re- 


markable acquisition oí wealth by saying, 
first, that he won it on the Volunteer at 
the yacht race, but later on he said he had 
won a big combination in the pool-room, 
picking out four winners. H e went on an 
extended pleasure trip around town with 
the money, and did not appear at his usual 
haunts. 
At the pool-rooms all the gam­ 
blers denied that aDy such sum had been 
won by W ilkins or any one else.” 


W arden .Shirley Declare» He W ill Not 
Resign His Fat Office. 
S an F rancisco, November 14th.--[Spe­ 
cial.]—W arden Shirley, of San Quentin, 
says the published report that he had been 
asked to resign, or that bis resignation is in 
the hands of Director Scrivner, is a lie—an 
infamous lie. The Board, he says, has 
power to remove him , but he will not re­ 
sign, and defies the world. He says it is a 
conspiracy to oust him from office. 


CITY TRU STEES. 


More Rem onstrance» to Street W o r k - 
Additional Electric Light» W anted. 
The 
regular weekly meeting of the 
Board of Trustees was held yesterday 
morning at 10 o’clock, all the members 
present, Mayor Gregory presiding. 
Dr. Oatman, on behalf of property own­ 
ers on Eleventh street from B to I, pre­ 
sented a rem onstrance against the pro­ 
posed improvements. 
The m atter was 
referred to the Street Commissioner. 
Chief Engineer W illiams, of the water 
works, reported that during the past week 
22,296,000 gallons of water had beeu fur­ 
nished to the city. 
The Auditor was instructed to advertise 
for supplies for the City Prison, for one 
year from January 1, 188S. 
Street Commissioner Ryan was directed 
to advertise for proposals for lighting the 
city for one year, from January 1st. 
Colonel McNasser appeared before the 
Board and asked that the grade at the 
southwest corner of Tenth and L streets 
be raised eight inches, in order to conform 
with some building improvements that he 
intends making. 
The Auditor was instructed to advertise 
for bids for the city printing and advertis­ 
ing and for furnishing taps for the coming 
year. 
The report of W. E. Gerber, City Treas­ 
urer, was received and placed on tile, as 
follows: Balance on hand October 1, 1887, 
$150,574 46; received during the monthj 
$11,709 15; 
warrants 
paid during the 
month, $15,474 41 ; balance on hand’ No­ 
vember 1, 1887, $140,869 20. 
A petition from property-owners and 
others residing in the vicinity of Fifth and 
L streets was received, asking that an elec­ 
tric light be placed at the intersection ot 
the above-named streets as a guard against 
a crowd of men and boys who hang out 
there and insult ladies when they happen 
to pass that way. The m atter was referred 
to Chief of Police Dillman, with instruc­ 
tions to have the police break un the nuis­ 
ance. 
The City Engineet was ordered to pre­ 
pare plans aud specifications for the con­ 
struction of a sewer in the alley between 
Third aud Fourth, K and L streets. He 
was also ordered to prepare plans and 
specifications for the im provm ent of Fifth 
street, from L to M. 
Robert Miller notified the Board that he 
had assigned his contract for grading M 
street, from Sixth to Seventh, to James 
McGuire. The transfer was approved by 
the Board. 
An order was passed directing the Street 
Commissioner to post notices calling for 
sealed proposals for the construction of a 
sewer in the alley between Third and 
Fourth, K and L streets. 
T. Kennedy, N. J. Toll and J. F. Brown 
petitioned the Board to have Eighteenth 
street, from S to T, and Eighteenth and 
Nineteenth, from T to U, and V, from Sev- 
euteeuth to Nineteenth streets, opened to 
the official width. 
After allowing a large num ber of bills 
the Board adjourned.

N ew Y o k e , November 14th.—The Sun’s 
London correspondent cables them this 
letter; 
I dare sav yon-have seen in the 
papers all sor:s of stones going around 
about me. and, though I know you too 
well to believe you would think them true, 
yet I should like you to know the true 
state of facts. So fir from there being any 
coldness on the part of the Prince of 
W ales toward me, I have known his Royal 
Highness for three years, and he has al­ 
ways been most friendly and kind during 
that time, and is so still. There is not 
one word of truth i-- what the Town Topic* 
asserts, that H. R. H. Prince of Wales has 
coldly, cruelly, and deliberately cut Mrs. 
Mackay. The Prince ha3 repeatedly re­ 
m arked that he admired me because I was 
always kind at:n social and inclined toward 
my compatriota who came abroad, and 
alio because I was independent, not allow­ 
ing dictation from any one, not even from 
his Royal Highness. The story has been 
fabricated evidently out of petty jealousy 
by some of the many who are envious of 
the success I have had in English society, 
when they have failed. 
They say further that I induced Mrs. 
Brown Potter to leave Mrs. Paran Stevens. 
It is simply shamefully false. Mrs. Brown 
Potter only came to my house to spend a 
few days during Mrs. Paran Stevens’ ab­ 
sent* in Paris. She did not wish to remain 
quite alone in the hotel. In the mean­ 
time Mrs. Brown Potter and Mrs. Stevens 
quarreled, and when Mrs. Stevens came 
back to London, Mrs. Potter refused to re­ 
turn to the hotel as Mrs. Stevens’ guest, 
and remained with tne up to the tim e she 
sailed for America.

D u n can C. Koas C uts and S lash es H is 
M ounted A d versarle-. 
N ew O r le a n s , November 14th.—Duncan 
C. Ross, Sergeant Walsh and one McGuire 
gave a mounted sword exhibition here yes­ 
terday, which finally became a genuine 
combat, so far as Walsh and Ross were 
concerned. There were some prelim inary 
skirmishes, and when Ross and Walsh 
cante together there was much excitement. 
Walsh avoided the first two points, but in 
the second bout Ross struck him on the 
bridje-hand, cutting a fearful gash and 
mtii ilating the fingers terribly. The men 
returned to their posts and Walsh had his 
hand, from which the blood was flowing 
freely, bound up in a handkerchief. 
The judges, who had held their positions 
in tire center of the lists, were in doubt 
about letting the fight proceed, but Walsh 
shouted, “ Sound your bugle, there ! Sound 
that bugle! ” 
The bugler sounded the 
charge, and the men came together, but a 
pass hail scarcely been made before Walsh 
jumped to the ground and viciously at­ 
tacked Ross, trying to cut his legs and to 
stab him in the stomach. 
Ross, who kept 
his saddle, parried the attacks, and striking 
down the guard of Walsh by main strength, 
beat him to the ground. 
Walsh regained his feet and furiously 
renewed the attack. 
It was a real fight, 
and the result would certaiuly have been 
serious had not several policemen jum ped 
on Walsh, and, after a struggle, over­ 
powered and disarmed him. 
The referees 
awarded the fight to Ross on a foul, Walsh 
having no right to dismount. 
The experience of W alsh seemed to 
frighten McGuire, for it was announced 
that be was too played out to fight, but 
was willing to meet Ross at another time. 
The crowd, however, would not have any 
postponement, and insisted|on the contest 
being given to Ross unless the latter pro­ 
ceeded. 
McGuire finally reluctantly re- 
en'ered the lists, mounted on the horse 
which Waish had ridden and which pre­ 
sented a very sanguinary appearance, its 
neck being covered with blood". 
After several bouts, which were won 
eisily by Ross, McGuirej announced that 
he would fight no longer as he was unable 
to handle bis horse. He held up his bridle 
arm. which was covered with blood flow­ 
ing froui an ugly cash in the wrist.

About the beginning of the tertiary pe­ 
riod, however, just after the chalk’was all 
deposited, and just before the compara­ 
tively modern clays and sandstones of the 
IiOndou basin began to be laid down, an 
arm of the sea broke up the connection 
which once subsisted between Australia 
ami the rest of the world, probably hv a 
land bridge, via Java, Sumatra, the Malay 
peninsula and Asia generally. “ But how 
do you know,” asks the candid inquirer, 
“ that such a connection ever existed at 
all 
Simply thus, most laudable inves­ 
tigator—because there are large land mam­ 
mals in Australia. Now large land mam­ 
mals do not swim across a broad ocean. 
There are none in New Zealand, none in 
the Azores, none in Fiji, none in Tahiti, 
none in Madeira, noue in Tenerifle—none, 
in short in any oceanic island which never 
at one time formed part of a great eontin 
ent. How 
could 
there 
be, 
indeed ? 
The mammals 
must 
necessarily have 
got 
there 
from 
somewhere; 
and 
whenever we find islands like Britain, or 
Japan, or Newfoundland, or Sicily, posses­ 
sing large and abundant indigenous quad­ 
rupeds of the same general type as adja­ 
cent continents, we see at once that the 
island must formerly have been a mere 
peninsula, like Italy or Nova Scotia at the 
present day. The very fact that Australia 
incloses a large group of biggish quadru­ 
peds, whose congeners once inhabited Eu­ 
rope and America, suffices in itself to prove 
beyond question that uninterrupted land 
communication mast once have existed be­ 
tween Australia and those distant conti­ 
nents. In tact, to this day a belt of verv 
deep sea, known as Wallace’s Line, fr m 
the great naturalist who first pointed out 
its far-reaching zoological importance, sep­ 
arates what is called by science “ the Aus­ 
tralian province” on the southwest from 
“ the Indo-Malavan province” to the north 
and east of it. Tiiis belt of deep sea di­ 
vides oil sharply the plants aud animals 
of the Australian type from those of the 
common Indian and 
Burmese pattern. 
South of Wallace’s Line we now find sev­ 
eral islands, big and small, including 
New Guinea, Australia, Tasmania, the 
Moluccas, Celebes, Timor, Amboyna and 
Banda.^ All these lands, whose precise ge­ 
ographical position on the map must of 
course be readily remembered, in this age 
of school boards and universal examination, 
bv every pnpil teacher and every Girton 
girl, are now divided by minor straits of 
much shallower water, but they all stand 
on a great submarine hank, and obviously 
formed at one time parts of the same wide 
Australian continent, because the animals 
of Australian type are still found in every 
one of them. 
No Indian or Malayan ani­ 
mal, however, of the larger sort (other 
thau birds) is to he discovered anvwhere 
south of Wallace’s Line. That narrow 
belt of deep sea, in short, forms an ocean 
barrier which has subsisted there without 
alteration ever since the end of the sec­ 
ondary jieriod.
